Sixteenth Regiment is made up of the old 
Eleventh and Forty-fourth. Is it not absurd to 
keep on its colors the battles fought by the old 
organization now incorporated in the Second? 
Every one of the first eleven regiments now on 
the rolls is a compound of tO or three old ones, — 
a compound formed in 1869. The Fourteenth to 
the Nineteenth Regiments, both inclusive, were 
formed in the same way at the same time. The 
Twenty-second, Twenty-fourth, and Twenty-fifth 
are in the same category. The Twelfth and 
Thirteenth are the only regiments in the regular 
army which have preserved their identity from 
the beginning of the War. The facts here given 
(all of which can be verified by the 
Army Register) show that, even if the 
regular army had fought at all in regimental ar- 
ray during the War, the inscription of a battle on 
the flag of any particular regiment would indi- 
cate that not it, but ite predecessor in the name, 
fought in that battle. When we consider the addi- 
tional fact that the officers and men were scatter- 
ed all over the country during the whole War,— 
the officers serving in volunteer commands, or 
in mustering and disbursing, or on staffs, and 
the men detailed for headquarters or garrison 
duties,—these inscriptions appear in their 
proper light. They are neariy all well-meant 
fictions. Why keep up this hollow pretense 


sult to the loyal soldiery of the nation”? It 
makes some of them appear to claim honors 
not due them, and it compels the rest to tacitly 
acknowledge that claim. 

But even if these battles had been actually 
fought by the men whose flags bear the names of 
the conflicts, it would still be unadvisable to per- 
mit the practice longer. We quoted yesterday 
the list of seventeen battles which the Twenty- 
first Regiment, which was formed in 1866, is sup- 
posed to have fought between June, 1862, and 
October, 1864. Of these seventeen, ten were 
defeats, four were drawn, aod three were victo- 
ries, Is this such a glorious record that we must 
preserve it forever? Moreover, the Rebellion 
was suppressed just about nine years ago. The

perforce accepted them. The one thing needful 
now isto healthe wounds made by the long 
struggle. To do this, cannot we dispense with 
the petty gratification of flaunting the memori- 
als of fratricidal strife in the faces of our ¢x- 
enemies and present friends? Se Sumner 
thought, fifteen months ago. And so, we be- 
believe, the country thinks now. Let Congress 
give the country’s thought voice, and lay this 
resolution on Charles Samner’ s grave as ita last 
and best recoguition of his worth.

HELPS TO BLACKMAILERS. 

Our Custom- House spies and biackmail-retain- 
ers undder the most iniquitous laws ever enacted 
by a civilized government—the law for seizure 
of goods, books, papers, etc., where the importer 
is suspected of some irregularities in entering his 
goods—make grievous charges of frauds and 
swindling through irregularities in the process 
of invoicing and shipping goods to this country. 
There are two sides to this question. If the 
Government can justly claim that its laws 
shall be kept, it is bound to show that 


derstood and can be obeyed. If it attempts to 
enforce obedience,—and all just Governments 
should be able to enforce just laws,—then it 
must pot let it be known that it is iteelf a viola- 
tion of law. The law-making and law-enforcing 
power must justify us own position by being 
law-abiding as well as law-enforcing, It was 
one of the most creditable things said of the late 
last Napoleon, that, while much of a despot, he 
set tlie best example to his subjects in showing 
them that he was a most faithful keeper of all 
the laws of his Empire enacted for the public. 
It has generally been admitted by all 
who have had anything to do with 
enforcing or working under the laws 
pertaining to the importation of goods into 
this country from foreign countries, that they 
are laws hard to be comprehended and very dif- 
ficult to opey,—especially that part which an im- 
porter has to comply with, which has to be exe- 
cuted in a foreign country, and by subjects of 
another Government, who do not care to maddle 
their heads about our peculiar style of legisla- 
tion. Our laws regulating Consular duties (and 
the laws pertaining to importation of goods are 
pre-eminently laws of Consular jurisdiction) are 
laws of our domain enacted for all creation. 
They bring under our jurisdiction the subjects 
of all other countries who deal with us; we 
compel them to obey our laws, whether 
or not they had ever set foot on 
our blessed soil; and if they do not square up 
to the mark in all their “ oaths,” “ affirmations,” 
or “declarations,” and they commit perjury 
actually or constructively, and we cannot get at 
them (as surely we cannot), then our lew or 
the officials are down with a vengeance on those 
who receive the goods here. That is, the crime 
follows the goods, and they are brought to 
punishment by having the goods confiscated, and 
innocent importers suffer for the crime of 
others.

manufacturers, require to be verified in the Con- 
sular district where manufactured. This was a 
regulation worked into law for the special bene- 
fit of the inland Consulates, and made Man- 
chester a Consulate second only to Liverpool ; 
made the fee office of Leeds, which bad hardly 
enough income to give bread to a moderate- 
sized family, to be worth in a single year more 
than was paid as salary to the President before 
the salary steal. The other kind of invoice is 
for goods purchased in the open market, and they 
have no fatherhood in manufacture. The larger 
amount of goods imported belong to the maau- 
factured class. 

The oath taken for manufactures declares them 
te be the goods actually manufactured at their 
cost, and the price stated that which was sactu- 
ally paid, and also the charges thereon, such as 
freight to the port of shipment, boxing, cartage, 
storage, commissions, etc., and also $2.50 for 
the Consul’s fees to the invoice. The invoice to 
the purchased goods says: The actual price for 
which they were purchased, with the expenses as 
above stated. And both styles of invoice state 
that it contains a true and faithful account of 
the actual cost, etc.; also, the actual quantity of 
the goods, wares, merchandise, etc. 

A failure ig any one of these particulars makes 
the invoice a prima facie fraud, and subjects 
the goods to forfeiture. Yet the invoice may be 
made out by some snob, or beer-muddled pro- 
prietor, or a party that never sought to know 
what was paid to the drayman, if anything,— 
and who might very conscientiously pay the half- 
guinea fee to the Consul as a perquisite, and 
would not think of charging such an item to a 
reapectable firm with whom he is dealing, 
or put it in the invoice. Furthermore, the 
certificate is required to be made by the 
principal of the firm, or chief clerk, 
or an authorized agent by power of attorney. 
Consuls rather choose to deal with the princi- 
pals. Now the principals in all manufacturing 
firms are either too great numbak ulis to know any- 
thing about their business, or too great men to 
care for such matters, and are otherwise engaged 
in more important matters, —es serving in Parlia- 
ment, hunting, or traveling on the Continent. 
This rule would require John Bright to leave his 
seat in Parliament for goods sold by his firm at 
Rochdale, and go before a seven-by-nine Consul 
and affirm, in Quaker style, to the truth of all the 
nonsense contained in the certificate to the in- 
voice. 

These are understood to be Yankee laws to be 
enforced in Her Majesty's jurisdiction, and 
they are submitted to with the broadest grin 
as if they were quite proper for such a grump- 
tious sort of people as they set us down to be. 

These blundeis, the jokes, or the indifference, 
and more commonly the self-important stupidity 
of these people with whom our great importers 
deal, may work any quantity of mischief, and 
all the goods, because of the inevitable irreguiar- 
ity, will be declared forfeited to Jayne and his 
pimpe and spies. 

And while 60, it is almost impossible for the 
officials themselves to keep the law they are try- 
ing to enforce upon all, creation. It is hardly 


by the Treasury Department to get a legal oath 
administered in a Consulate, or any formality of 
an oath, which the majority who make them do 
not regard as a stupendous joke or an egregious 
imposition. The law says the goods shall be 
verified in the Consular district where manufac- 
tured. There is where Phelps, Dodge & Co. 
were caught,—not caught in a trap of iniquity of 
their own setting,—but in a trap of our own 
legal stultifieation abroad, for which they paid 
the blackmail penalty of nearly $300,000. Their 
transgression was on the invoices pertaining 
to sheet tin, of which they “are large 
importers. The expenses of boxes or trans- 
portation to port of shipment was not in all 
cases stated. This should not have been stated 
if the tin were purchased in the open market in 
Liverpool, because the actual price paid would 
bave embraced all the cost of getting it to mar- 
ket by the seller. Now, the officials knew that 
tin was not manufactured at Liverpool. The 
law required the verification of the invoice to 
be in the Consular district where the article was 
manufactured ; this verification is the official 
act. of the Consul. It was « violation of 
law on the part of the Oonsul at 
Liverpool to verify any single one 
of those invoices, For there is not a sheet of tin 
manufactured within the limits of that Consular 
district, and the Consul knew it, end he ought 
to have known the law, and Phelps, Dodge & 
Co. might not have known it; and if their agent

STATISTICS OF LABOR. 
Statistics have been called the sign-posta for 
statesmen. They guide, or should guide, legis 
lation.

If we had 
the results of these many laws accurately col- 
lated, we should have almost unerring guides 
for legislation hereafter.

despite all we can do. The want of sufficient 
knowledge has made our legislation and our 
philanthropy in regard w workingmen singu- 
_ larly defective. There have been rash laws and 
tash schemes without end. Five years ago, 
Massachusetts organized a State Board of Statis- 
tics of Labor. It consists of two men, a Chief 
auda Deputy, and it costs from $10,000 to $15,000 
ayear. Ite five reports, taken together, are 
worth everything else ever published in America 
on the labor question. They are storehouses of 
| facts which can be found nowhere else. The 
maa who has not read them does not know the 
alphabet of the question of which they treat. 
They have attracted general attention, here and 
abroad. The Board, organized in the face of 
great opposition, and bitterly attacked ever 
since, is now an established institution. Its 

work is invaluable and its cost is a bagatelle. 

Is Massachusetts to stand alone in this work ?
